YOUNG ARCHITECT 
KILLED. 


MR. K. K. STAPLE OF 
PALMER & TURNER. 


A terrjble motor accident oc- 
curred yesterday on the island 
road between Deep, Water and 
Repulse Baya, : 

Mr. K. K. Staple, of Messrs, 
Palmer & Turner, the architects, 
was severely injured and atce 
ecumbed before medical ald could 
reach him, 


The tragedy occurred at about 
11 am. when motorista, on their 
Sunday outing, came upon the car, 
a four-seater touring Armstrong- 
Siddeley, No. 198, a few hundred 
yurds on the Deep Water Bay side 
of the Islnnd Road's junction 
with the Repulse Bny Road. The 
car had fetched up violently 
nguinst a tree off the outer side 
of the road, and Mr. Staple was 
lying unconseious ‘and bleeding 
badly, while his companion, his 
sister-in-law, was attending him. 
In the distressed state in’ which 
the Indy, Miss Isabetln Warbrick, 
was, it was difficult, to obtain a 
clear account of what had. hap- 
pened, but apparently the car had 
got out of control. : 


The rond where the mishap 
occurred turns sharply and rises, 
and the impact with the tree muat 
have been terrific, for the car was 
firmly jammed into it, the driving 
wheel was shattered and the wind- 
screen glass scattered in all direc- 
tions, A wheel of the car was 
adrift, . 

Lady Driving. 


Mr. Staple wns; it ia understood, 
leaching his sister-in-law to drive, 
and the latter was at the wheel. 
The car was proceeding from Deep 
Water Bay towards Repulse Bay. 
Whether a wheel came off cor in 
what other manner she lost con- 
trol ig unknown, but the car ap- 
parently swerved neross the road, 
and but for the trees might have 
gone down the cliff! into the har- 
bour, As itwas, Mr. Staple seems 
to have been flung into the wind- 
sercen, He was cut about the 
face and had a deep wound in his 
throat, apparently severing a blood 
vessel. 

Misa Warbrick, who is a nurse 
at the Peak Hospital, managed to 
get Mr. Staple out of the car, and 
very quickly other cars began to 
arrive to find her greatly distressed, 
suffering from cuts herself and 
frantically endeavouring to check 
his, bleeding. 


Among the first to arrive on the 
seene were Mr. Thomas, of the 
Secretariat for Chinese Afuirs, 
Mr. W. G. Bree, of the Asiatic 
Petroleum Company, and Mr. 
Hewitt. The nearest house is Mr, 
G. PP. Lammert’s (“Over Bays") 
and people came down from there 
to help. A police oiicer from 
Pokfulam) was also quickly on the 
scene, ” : 


Tee was obtained to staunch Mr, 
Staples bleeding and messengers 
were sent to> Repulse Bay and to 
Decp Water Bay for restoratives, 
an oamublance and a doctor, 
A motor ambulance was sent 
out from Central, and = Mr. 
Staple's bleeding having apparent- 
ly stopped, it was considered bet- 
ter not to move him in a car, lest 
the bleeding recur, but to wait for 
the ambulance. He did , not re- 
cover consciousness, and when the 
ambulance arrived, he was pro- 
nounced dead, 


Miss Warbrick Injured.

Syuare facts have proved too 
much for Round Tables. The Con-

South Africa and Gold. 


The costly efforta of the South 
African Government to retain the 
gold standard appear doomed to 
failure. Present. indicationa are 
that, whatever the desires of the 
Government regarding the future 
monetary basis of the country, 
there will be no choice of courses. 
Circumstances seem {to conspire 
to foree the country off gold. 
The position of South Africa is 
pecullar and not o Jittle ironic. 
Last week she exported a record 
quantity of gold metal and almost 
simultaneously opened negotin: 
tions with France and Holland for 
a loan which would permit the 
country to remain on the gold 
standard, Now, however, both 
France and HoNand have found 
thoy cannot pursue ‘negotiations 
with South Africa and'as America 
has already been sounded, and has 
asked for commission and interest 
terma which the would-be borrow- 
era could not entertain, there 
seems practically no chance of 
South Africn obtaining the re- 
sources necessary for her to con- 
tinue on a gold _basts. General 
Smuts has strongly expressed the 
opinion that South: Africa should 
follow the example, of Northern 
and Southern Rhodesia which have 
already .taken the plunge. Joint 
action between Grent Britain and 
the Dominions is coming to look 
moré possible every day. Moan- 
while, the United States have 
ceased to suck up gold, and are 
disgorging it fast. But the mal- 
distribution of the world’s supply 
is not thereby diminished; for 
France and, to a lesser degree, 
Holland, Switzerland and Belgium,

which have been and may continue 
to be frequent and raptd, will 
result in disturbing fluctuations 
in the level of Hongkong’s ex- 
chnangea with the gold world. On 
the other hand, the establishment 
of a gold standard in Hongkong 
would cause similar Nuctuations 
In fts exchanges with Chinn, and 
the question really resolves it- 
self into that of determining, 
having regard to her special 
economic and financial relations 
with China, which is the more 
Important for Hongkong, that ex- 
change should be kept ateady with 
China or with the rest of the 
world, 


Government's Position, 


Since the prosperity of Hong- 
kong {a dependent on its trade and 
Amancial business, it is mainly a 
queetion of how that business 
would be affected by a change- 
over toa pold or sterling standard, 
We regard thia os one of tae n oat 
important factors to be considers 
ed in’ solving what we have 
described as the first part of the 
problem that-hns been put before 
us, 

. Another argument often 
adduced in favour of stabilization 
is the ease If would give to the 
Government's finances. The fuct 
uf, Hongkong's curreney being on 
a allver standard — necessarily 
creates difficulties in the balancing 
of the yearly budget, owing to the 
uncertainty of the dollar eqtuiva- 
lents of the Government's sterling 
vtharges, viz., the cost of supplics 
purchased in England, the sterling 
debt obligations, and the payments 
of pensions and arlaries of Luro- 
pean officers. These are of course 
real diMcultics, and. they would 
all be met by © stabilization. 
{mportnnt as they are, however, i 

does not appear to us that they 
can be allowed to welyh as deter- 
mining factors if the decision on 
the question of advantage or dis- 
advantage to the business of the! 
Colony as a whole is in the 
cppoalte scale. ‘ . 


Effects of Stabilization on 
Business. 


Reviewing what we have written 
on the effects which the stabiliza- 
tion of the Hongkong currency 
while China still remained on a 
ailver basis would have on tho 
various business activitics of 
Hongkong, we may sum up as fol- 
lows: :

The general tenor of the conclu- 
sions. set out above in our opinion 
gives substance to the argument 
that Hongkong is economically part 
of China and must remain on a 
ner Standard so long as China 

oes, : 


Serious Disadvantage. 


Although from the point of view 
of the Government and of some 
persons not engaged in trade it 
Seema that there would be certain 
distinct advantages to be obtained 
from stabilization on a gold basis, 
and although certain trading — in- 
terests would benefit thereby, wo 
are unable to arrive at any other 
conclusion than that it would be 
of serious and direct. disadvantage 
to the business of Hongkong and 
to large sections, of the population. 
Consequently in the general — in- 
terests of the Colony—including 
those of traders who, though they 
might reap immediate benefit from 
this course, would probably find 
the results in the long run by no 
means satisfactory—-we — recom- 
mend that in the present circum- 
stances Hongkong should remnin 
ona silver” basis, 


The present Currency System. 


With the decision not to recom. 
mend present stubillzation we have 
disposed of the first main part of 
our problem and we turn to the 
second, namely, what if any re- 
forms in the existing currency 
system should be adopted. 

The notes of the Hongkong 

banks, and particularly those of the 
Nongkong and Shanghai Bank, cir- 
culate widely throughout Sonth 
Chinn where they nre regarded 45 
the moat stable and desirable form 
of currency, Indeed 
presented to use by credible wit- 
nesses that no less than two-thirds 
of the outstanding issue of this 
bank was held in China, and one 
of our Chinese witnesses express- 
ed the view that it was known in 
all the eighteen provinces of China. 
In Shamcen, the foreign concession 
of Canton, it is the only currency 
used, ; 
: While Hongkong bunk-notes are 
in grent favour aa the most stable 
form of silver currency in South 
China, it is difficult to say how the 
British Dollar is regarded as a 
currency medium outside the limits 
of the Colony, It appears to be 
in circulation in some partr of 
China, especially in the north. In 
other part it circulates merely as 
bullion. In Canton it and the 
subsidiary coin of Hongkong are 
freely accepted at an appropriate 
premium over Canton money. 


Defects. 


We have now to draw attention 
to certain fundamental defects {n 
the currency system. The first ia 
that the form of currency which 
ia tho only unlimited legal tonder, 
the silver dollar, is entirely un- 
suitable for that purpose. 

A conercte examplo will fllustrate 
this, The welght of the legal ten- 
der currency which the seller of a 
motor-car costing soy $4,000. (at 
the present rate of exchange, about 
£200) ‘could demand, would be a 
little over two hundredweight. 

It is true that the issue of bank- 
notes has to a large extent got 
round this dofect; It has, however, 
crented others, — 
rv The chief one is that while there 
fa an automatic contraction of the 
volume of the. currency aa soon a5 
ita exchango’ value drops to the 
lower ‘bulHon point (that Is, tho 
point, at which it pays to export 
silver dollars for sale aa bullion)

As to notes, only one of the|’ 


three note-issuing banks has un- 
limited powors of expanding its 
circulation, viz,, the Hongkong and 
Shanghal Bank, but {t fs under no 
statutory oblignifon to do so. 
As to coin, there is an almost 
insuperable obstacle to its volume 
expanding.at all times . sufficiently 
to meet the public needs in the 
cumbrousness of the legal tendor 
dollar coin. To bay silver and 
have it minted and imported sounds 
quite a simple process, but it is 


putting into operation as long os 
possible, because they’ know that, 
a{ter heavy expenses for minting 
and transport have been incurred, 
the coin will not be wanted’ by the 
public and further large charges 
for storing and handling them will 
have to be met. Moreover, they 
tun the risk that they themeclves 
may have to use the coins largely 
in their daily transactions {nstead 
of bank-notes, and this would so 
seriously dislocate business that 
they would go to grent lengths to 
avoid the risk. 


H.K. and 8.B.

Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
has, except for a bricf period some 
two years ago, always performed 
the valunble service, aa the chicf 
note-issuing bank of the Colony, 
of providing the public with’_an 
adequate amount of currency, But 
the fact that in that brief period, 
swing to the bank's unwillingnesa 
to expand: its currency commen- 
surntely with the amount of de- 
posits pouring from abroad into 
the’ Colony, the Hongkong 
dollar rose to about 20 per cent.

At the time referred to, the non- 
Note-issuing banks were at Jength 
forced to apply the exchange 
corrective of importing silver 
dollars and in one way or another 
the position was cased but the 
Colony was thus loaded up with a 
large quantity Cit {a said as much 
4s 800 tons) of unnecsesary coin. 

We understand that the present 
Chief Manager of the .Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank haa announced 
4s the policy of the bank that it 
will in future always apply an ex- 
change corrective with the object 
of preventing the dollar from 
rising substantially above the 
theoretic upper bullion point. It 
is, however, fundamentally wrong 
that the exchange value of a 
Colony’s currency should depend 
on one person, and no less wrong 
that that perpon should be put in 
un position where he may constantly 
have to decide between the conflict- 
ing interests of the Colony and the 
bank. 


Malin Proposals for Reform. 

As it seems to be unquestionable 
that the Colony already containg 
more dollar coins than it can ever 
require for use in active circulation 
we have sought for some automatic 
method of increasing the amount 
of notes in circulation when re- 
quired, a Soe : 
‘It ig obvious that there are two 
ways in which this might be pro- 
vided, either by a suitably regulated 
issue of Government currency 
notes, or by altering the present 
conditions of issuo of bank-notes. 
The first step enn be taken by the 
Government at {ts own discretion; 
the second requires the willing co- 
operation of the note-issuing banks. 

Wo should recommend the first 
alternative only gf the banks = re- 
(iysed that co-operation. As we 
have said above, the bank-note is 
the de facto currency of the Colony 
and of a great part of South China, 
and any step which might impair 
the prestige of that note 
should be avoided. Rather would 
we recommend that its prestige 
should be increased by making it 
the sole unlimited legal tender in 
the Colony and limiting the legal 
status of the dollar coin. 

Legal Tender. 


These than are our recommen- 

dations :-— :

Currency Board. 


The Government would no doubt 
find it convenient to appoint a 
Currency Board to taka charge of 
the silver and to make any arrange- 
ments to receive and fssue silver’ 
in tha future. Such a board would 
alxo have the still more important’ 
function of accumulating a sterling 
fund to provide for ultimate stabili- 
zation on a gold basis os will be 
explained in Part V below. Wo 
therefore recommend — 

(7) that a Hongkong Currency 

Board should be appointed, 

It would be in accordance with 
usual precedent that this Board 
should be set up in London ond 
should be represented in the Colony 
by a Currency Officer, who might 
appropriately be the Colonial 
Trenaurer. 


Note Issues. 


The arrangements which 
Propose will not In any way im- 
pair tho position of note issues, 
On the contrary they will have the 
ndded prestiga, enjoyed by few 
banks, of issuing a note which is 
unlimited legal tender. 

Secondly, they will bo relieved 
of all further anxiety regarding 
the custody of the metallic re- 
sorve in their bank-note security 
funds, and will be given an as- 
surance that the part of their 
reserves which conslats of under- 
takings by the Currency Board to 
provide bar silver (hercinafter re- 
ferred to as silver vouchers) will 
be converted into undertakings by 
that Board to provide sterling at 
the new rate of the dollar, should 
Hongkong currency ever be 
stabilized in terms of sterling. 

Thirdly, the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank will have an ase 
surance, which it docs not at pre- 
sent possess, that whatever the 
dimensions to which its: note issuc 
expands it will not be involved 
in loss by such expansion. 


Bank -Co-operation. 


We have therefore framed our 
recommendations on the sdsump- 
tion that the note-issuing banka 
will be prepared to fall in with 
the scheme which we propose, 
Should this unfortunately not be 
Bo, we think the only course would 
be for the Currency Board to 
{sgue currency notes, such notes 
to be the sole. unlimited legal 
tender on the same conditions and 
under the same arrangement 
mutatia mutandis as we have re- 
commended for the banks. 

The machinery would be 
different but the general prin- 
ciples would be the same, and we 
therefore do not think it necessary 
to pursue the matter further.

Tho Colonial Government 
tite Currency Board will no doubt 
watch tho position very carefully; 
and the. scheme which we 
outlined above’ should facilitate 
conversion, when it Ja decided to 
carry it-out, in the following 
ways:— 

(a) Tho raplacement of the 
subsidiary coin by base metal 
coin wil have removed any 
danger of the disappearance of 
this part of the scoinnge ‘if 
stabilization ts followed by a sub- 
Stantial rise in the value of allver. 

(8) The replavement of the. 
silver dollar by a base-metal coin 
may be possible in| advanco of 
stabilization, when the public havo 
become accustomed to the use of 
n tokdn coinage of low intrinsic 
value, and the limitation. of the 
loyal tender atatua of the dollar 
will also help towards this end. 
If this replacement has been 
effocted, then the disappearance 
in the circumstances. already 
named of this coin also need not 
be feared.. 


Sterling Fund. 


(ce) Most important of all, the 
schcme fa designed to place in the 
handa of the Currency Bourd a 
ateadily-growing sterling = fund 
which will go at least some way 
towards providing for the con- 
vertibility§ of the dollar Into 
sterling when the change is made | 
and, if sufficient time is given, 
may be completely adequate fort 
that purpose without being sup- 
plemented by borrowed funds. 

It will probably be possible to 
accumulate this fund in various 
ways, . 

The replacement of the silver 
subsidiury coin by base metal 
coin will furnish the Board with 
a substantin§ amount of silver, so 
that their total holdings will .at[ 


ithe. Board 


firat be in excess of their obliga- | 
tions on allver vouchers already 
issued. This will enable them, 
if demands for additional notes 
arise, to offer. applicants the 
choice of tendering sterling’ (in- 
‘atend of bar silver) In exchanga 
for. notes, the bank issuing — the 
notes being given silver vouchers 
covered by the excess stock, until 
that is exhausted, and the sterlin 
being retained and invested by the 
Board. We accordingly recommend 
that they’should be given powe 
to do this. . : 


Subsidiary Coin. 


Secondly, if further issues of 
subsidiary coin ‘are required, we 
recommend that the Board should 
be empowered to issue them against 
payment in sterling or to Issue 
them aguinst payments of cash in 
Hongkong and to convert sums so 
received into sterling. 

Thirdly, if demands ‘for addl- 
tional, notes continue to arise after 
the exhaustion of the excess sil- 
ver cover originally held by the 
Board, we recommend that they 
should nevertheless be empowered 
to continue to offer applicants the 
choice of tenderir~ sterling In ex- 
thange for notes and to leave the 
corresponding silver vouchers un- 
covered by silver, so long as the 
proportion of vouchers covered by 
silvery does not fall ‘below a safe 
figere, 

We recommend that this figure 
should be fixed at 80 per cent, and 
that the Board should be allowed 
to reduce it only with the consent 

lof the Secretary of State for the 
‘Colonies. The figure in our 
orinion allows a very ample mar- 
yin to meet any contraction of the 
currency. 

Fourthly, any sterling ‘obtained 
in the ways mentioned above, will, 
in se far us it fs Invested in in- 
terest-beating securities, increase 
at a rate of compound —intercat 
which may conservatively be taken. 
at 4 per cent.. The fund will also

-siuns received in| connexion with

Selling of Silver, 


Fifthly, if the Board are gatisf- 
ed that it is necessary to increase 
their sterling holdings more quick- 
ly than enn be done In the ways 
Ket out mbove, the mile of o part 
of their silverholdings will be a 
possible course. We pai show- 
ever, that this course will not be 
necesuary and we are confident 
that the Board will regulate thelr.

WHEN PETERSFIELD RAN 
GROUND. 


‘ADMIRAL HELPS TO . 
Only ae co-operation all 
round prevented loss of life at- 
tending the wreck of H.M.S. 
Petersficld on Tung Yung Island, 
near Foochow on. Thursday 
morning, and the Commander.in- 
Chief ‘of the China Squadron, 
Admiral Sir Howard Kelly, took 
~ a hand in lowering the boats.that 
conveyed those on board to the 
With the Admiral and 
.the Petersficld’s men on board, 
H.M.S. Suffolk arrived in Hong- 


. _, kong yesterday morning. 


The Petersfield struck in the 
early morning and although handi- 
capped by a pitch black night and 
dense fog, all hands turned out 
irrespective of station. While the 
engine room staff strove to keep 
4 the electric service functloning to 
* maintain the wireless, Sir Howard 

Kelly supervised the abandoning 

‘of the ship and cven assisted in 

lowering the lifeboats, 

The dangers of shipwreck were 
avercome without a single injury, 
duc to the strenuous work of all, 
despite almost continuous duty. 
Vory little in the way of the men’s 
personal effecta was Jost. 

Fog Encountered. 

The Petersfield alipped out from 
Shanghai carly on Monday mor- 
ning, bound for Foochow, where 
a cnll was acheduled before going 
to Hongkong. Fine weather — re- 
placed the earlier fog and the 
voyage was without incident until 
noon on Tuesday when a message 
was flashed out from the Steep 
Island Lighthouse to go to the 
assistance of a junk in distreas. 
Choppy seas prevented the ernaft

being taken in tow, but tho crew 
was takon off and landed at the 
flrat oS Renlor village. 

fresh north-casterly was 
aweeping the seas and owing to 
the weather conditions, the Peters- 
fiold was compelled to drop anchor 
ot 4.10 p.m. on Tuesday. The 
vessel spent the night at anchor 
and early on Wednesday continucd 
the trip to Foochow. 

Fog set fn during tho day to 
make the task more dificult, and 
in vlew of the heavy weather and 
the exceptionally dark nicht, the 
speed wos eased at 1 a.m. .on 
Thursday. Carefully the ship 
nicked her way through the for 
with  the._crew busy taking 
soundings. Rocks were sighted 
on the port aide about: 2.40 om. 
and almost simultaneously came a 
jar that ahook the vessel. Tho 
engines were immediately ordered 
full speed astern but a handicap 
was encountered here as tho port 
engine had been disabled by tne 
propeller striking a rock. 

Heavy Seas. : 

The ship was on the weather 
side of the island of Tung Yung, 
brondaide on, nnd securely wedged 
in the rocks, with ahoals ahowing 
on both sides, and heavy sean 
beating against the vessel. For 
two hours all hands turned to 
working atrenuously to brine the 
ship off, but it wan renlised that 
the vesacl was ko severely 
damaged that it was beyond aid 
and preparations were made to 
abandon ship. Armed guards 
were placed in the bonts for pro- 
‘tection but it was soon found that 
the villagers on the istand were 
by no meana hostile. Lady Kelly, 
Miss Kelly and a Chinese amoh, 
the only women on board, were in 
the firat bonta and were followed 
by the Chinese servants and mesa 
boys, All available provisions 
were also landed.

Tho Petersfield had been badly 
holed in the impact but although 
tho ship was bumping badly the 
engine room department stuck to 
their duty and did well in keeping 
the electric lights in operation 
until daylight. This was an im- 
portant factor in the maintenance 
of the wireless telegraph, for 
although the aerial had been 
damaged, {t wan repntred and 
wireless communication was mnain- 
tained until daybrenk, 

Assistance Arriven. 

The first response to the S.0.S. 
signals came from the German 
steamer Derfflinger which made 
all speed to the spot and arrived 
about 7.10 a.m. The Empress of 
Asia arrived about an hour Inter. 
and information came through 
that the Suffolk would be in the 
scene at 6 p.m. 

Immediately the 
Asin hove in sight, Lady 
Miaa Kelly and the amah were 
taken in the Petersfield’a motor 
bont from the island, The crew 
stayed on the island. 

The efficiency and traditions of 
the British Navy were well illus- 
trated in the despatch with which 
the Suffolk reached the scene. 
When she was ordered to the 
seene she was only 70 miles from 
Hongkong and 370 miles from the 
wreck. Although they had very 
little time to work up oa high 
speed, the engine room depart- 
ment on the cruiser worked 
strenuously and renched fall speed 
in about an hour and maintained 
it for over 12 hours, renching the 
wreck within five minutes of the 
lime originally scheduled. 

Transfer by Searchlight. 

No time was lost in transferring 
the Petersfietd’s men on the island 
to the Suffolk immediately on her 
being curried 
out with the assistance of senrch- 
lights from the Suffolk. All the 
men were tronsferred to the 
cruixer with the exception of the 
armed guard which passed through 
a long period of duty, remaining 
on duty frony 2.40 a.m., the time 
of the grounding, until noon on 
the following day, when they were 
taken on the Suffolk. 

Friday morning broke clearer 
than the previous days and with 
the sens calmer, parties were sent 
on to the Petersfield to salvage the 
valuable equipment. 

The men on the Petersfield did 
not Ioze much of their kit and no 
injuries were sustained. The 
Suffolk left the spot on Friday 
afternoon leaving the wrecked 
ship well awash at high tide and 
with the upper deck showing. at 
low tide.
